There were two shorted H.V. secondaries in the power transformer and I 
arranged to have the power transformer repaired. The unit is still = 
faulty and continues to be a ‘bench queen'. This is the 8th fault that = 
has occurred and my patience is rapidly dwindling. I suppose the '‘drop' 
that dented the back chassis has something to do with the bad = 
reliability.

Anchorites, 


The 1936 Frampton Sound Co. transmitter is now returned to the airways. 
Frampton Sound Company was in Blackwell, Okalahoma when they sold this. 
This unit was auctioned at the Autumn VRPS event. It changed owners a 
few more times and ended up with W5EU. While visiting with W5EU, I 
noticed it and made arrangements to borrow it for restoration and use 
for BA QSO's. 


It's a classic mid 30's "rack & panel" design, with power supply below 
the RF deck, masonite painted-black-wrinkle panels, two meters with 
wires/jacks that plug into the front panel for measuring the currents 
of the three stages. Four large front panel knobs adjust everything 
except neutralization, which is done with the two knobs on the sides 
of the metal chassis. Three switches on the power supply panel control 


the filaments, low B+, and hi B+. 


Tube lineup is 6L6 xtal osc, 210 buffer, parallel T-40's driving tapped 
coil, with fixed-link coupling. Intended to drive a ladder-line high 
impedence load, it also has a series resonant capacitor in the output 
link circuit. 


The entire unit stands about three feet tall, weights about 70-80 lbs. 
No provision for covers exits, and the chassis are painted black-wrinkle 
like the front panels. As us modern types say, "the cosmetics are very 
good", and I would add, considering the age, that the cosmetics are 
excellent. Most likely, this unit was used a few times and then kept 

in a "BA friendly" environment. 


This unit is incredibly unsafe to operate! 1000 volts is within easy 
reach. RF and DC are on all the adjustment knobs, and the final tank 
tuning adjustment warms the finger tips if not done very quickly. I made 
a couple of minor changes, like a 3-wire AC cord, and fuses in the 
primary circuits. 


On Saturday, AB5L stood by, ready to administer CPR and providing more 
electronic insight, while I replaced a few deteriorated paper coupling 
capacitors and a resistor that had increased in value by a factor of ten. 
Initial power tests were encouraging, the neutralization came "right in" 
and the 60 watt buld glowed brightly with each depression of the key. 
Note that the keying is done by completing the circuit from the center 
tap of the finals filament transformer to the chassis; about 500v on the 
key to watch out for. Oscillator is not keyed, so this arrangement gives 
very clean keying. ( I would never have had the nerve to try this before 
now! ) 


FT-243 xtals don't have enough of something that is needed for the 6L6 
to oscillate, so I can only use it on 7010/7110/7120 which are the only 
three "large" style xtals I have. If anyone has any big xtals they 
would loan me for this, maybe I could get closer to the usual BA QRG's. 
Modifying the circuit for other(smaller/newer) xtals is not something 
that will be done here. 


I'll have the Frampton a few weeks before returning it to W5EU for 

use in QCWA/AWA etc. I hope to get some good photos and maybe offer a 
writeup to Electric Radio so everyone can see this unit. If you want to 
‘'work' the Frampton, let me know during one of the regular 7050/60 BA- 
QSO's and we'll QSY up/down. I hope to be on the air several nights this 
week between 8-10PM, CDST.

I got a Hammarlund BC-794-B a few days ago and have discovered it has many 
modifications. Another BC-794 in the Denver area coincidentally(?) has 
some very similar mods. This was discovered when John, NOGII, dragged his 
BC-794 to breakfast so I could look at it!!! How's that for obliging! 
John also brought me a manual. 


This simularity of modifications, involving replacement of 5 original octal 
tubes with miniatures, and the addition of a UHF coaxial connector in the 
rear center, prompts me to ask the group if there was a popular modification 
of BC-794's to upgrade their performance, and if documentation on the mods 
is available or was ever published. 


Performance to date: Can barely hear the multi-KW Am station a quarter mile 
away...but that's progress. 


Here's a quick rundown on this BC-794-B: 
Have power supply unit RA-74-C_ :-) 
Chromed front panel (dumb question: that's not original is it?) 
No ID plate but chassis has BC-794-B, s/n 380, handwritten on it. 
Band coverage, 1.250 to 40 MHz (also indicating a BC-794-B). 
Audio transformers are potted type 


Bandspread dial does not have the band "window" plate and apparently had 
a thin dial added in front of the original with frequency dial calibrated 
for bandspread on the hambands. Regretably the bandspread dial's numbers 
are practically unreadable. 


Has dust covers over top of chassis on radio and on PS. 


Bottom plate is thin sheet metal with plastic schematic riveted to it. 
Same for the RA-74 power supply. 


Some previous discussions of the BC-794-B in the Boatanchor archives indicate 
this is a decent old radio when working properly, and well worth the effort 
to rejuvenate. Hope this one lives up to that expectation, eventually.

John, WB50AU,<johnmb@mindspring.com> asked about hammertone paint. 


Unlike wrinkle finish which is today almost exclusively limited to black, 
hammertone paint is still fairly available. I have a number of cans in 
different colors that were made by Illinois Bronze. This is probably 
appropriate since hammertone paint is essentially limited to metallic 
paints. In fact, if you use ordinary aluminum paint improperly, you often 
wind up with a hammertone finish. [Whenever I want a smooth finish on 
regular paint, I usually wind up with wrinkles - but not uniform enough to 
look good! :-) di 


There are essentially two ways of achieving a hammertone finish. The 
first is to paint a conventional smooth base coat and when it is almost 
dry, splatter additional _thinned_ aluminum paint on the surface. The new 
drops will run and make the "fish eye" surface effect. 


The other way is to use paint especially formulated to produce this effect. 
Generally a little silicone oil is added to the paint and the paint is 
fairly thin to start with. The silicone changes the surface tension and 
other fluid properties enough that the effect appears by itself. This is 
why you NEVER, but _NEVER_ wax a boatanchor with silicone wax if you ever 
expect to paint it again. Even the most minute amount of silicone can ruin 
a smooth finish. This includes Armor-All too so remember that the next 
time you polish an old rig. 


My hammertone paint is designed to be sprayed but I refuse to use my 
"touch up" gun with it for fear I will not be able to clean the gun well 
enough afterward. I have a few $5 hobby air brushes I planned to use this 
with but I have not tried them yet. I have had good luck in the past with 
commercial spray cans of hammertone.

First, make sure you use a large enough soldering iron. (I use an iron 
rather than a gun.) You need 45 watts or larger. 


Next, try to remove the most of the melted solder, one tab at a time, with a 
solder sucker or solder wick. 


Bend the tabs so they will slide out of the slots when the solder is melted. 


Heat one tab at a time and when the solder is melted, rock the capacitor 
slightly while the solder is cooling so that the solder does not hold that 
tab when cooled. When you heat the last tab, the cap should pull right out.

Hi Dave... If you're REALLY redoing the front panel, paint/etc. et al, you 
can use 2-part epoxy "putty" (there is some imitation stuff that is 1 
part... no one part material can bond as well and shrink as less as '‘'real' 
2-part epoxy.) Place tape on the INSIDE to act as a backing and go for it. 
You'll have to work to sand it smooth, but it'll stay put, and will 
withstand the work. (Make certain the putty is on BOTH sides at the edges.) 
You'll end up sanding it down almost to that, or through that edge, but the 
part on the back will help the adhesion. For LARGE holes (>@.5 inch) I 
would add a hole-shaped piece of similar metal, and make double sure about 
the 'both sides' with it. Essentially you want about 1/8 inch clearance all 
the way around, filled-as above-with epoxy. You might apply some heat with 
a heat gun while-or even after-it has apparently cured to further harden 
the material. If the panel is REALLY thick, I would score the inside edges 
of the hole a lot to improve the adhesion of the epoxy. 


Also, you might try ordinary hole plugs. They look relatively 
‘normal'-especially when painted the exact same (preferably along with) 
color as the panel/cabinet. On black wrinkle cabinets they virtually 
disappear!!! 


One final ploy for small holes is the old ‘put a bolt in it-whether you 
need one or not' trick. Find a screw or bolt whose head and finish 
more-or-less matches other screws/bolts already there. What's one or two 
more? Just put a lockwasher and nut on the other side. If you cannot reach 
the other side for some reason, use bolt cutters or a bandsaw and cut off 
most of the threads, leaving just enough to go into the hole and get out 
the 5-minute epoxy and fasten the head down that way. 


Hopefully there will be other tricks here people have... this is an art 
which deserves airing!!!

Yes, apparently, this was a popular mod. What you're describing sounds 
similar to mods a couple of my Super-Pro's have (including a BC-794). 
>Performance to date: Can barely hear the multi-KW Am station a quarter mile 
>away...but that's progress. 

You should be able to do much better than that! You should be able 

to hear the world using only a feet of wire for an antenna 

>Here's a quick rundown on this BC-794-B: 


> Have power supply unit RA-74-C_ :-) 


Congratulations, power supplies are harder to find than the receivers. 


> Chromed front panel (dumb question: that's not original is it?) 


My guess is that the chromed panel is original, particularly if the chassis 


has MFP (Moisture, Fungus Proofing) varnish on it. I've got a few 
different kinds of front panels on my SP-200 series Super-Pro's, including 
polished aluminum, stainless steel, raised lettering, metallic paint (yes, 
it's original) and a few paint color variations to the standard steel front 
panel with engraved lettering. 


> No ID plate but chassis has BC-794-B, s/n 380, handwritten on it. 
> Band coverage, 1.250 to 40 MHz (also indicating a BC-794-B). 
> Audio transformers are potted type 


Yep, all of this indicates either a BC-794-B or SP-200-SX. 


> Has dust covers over top of chassis on radio and on PS. 


Congrats on getting the dust covers! 


> Bottom plate is thin sheet metal with plastic schematic riveted to it. 
> Same for the RA-74 power supply. 


These sound like the original bottom covers. The model designations on these 
covers should tell you which units you have, although not conclusively. My 
experience is that covers were sometimes swapped among units, perhaps during 
the MFP process. 


>Some previous discussions of the BC-794-B in the Boatanchor archives indicate 
>this is a decent old radio when working properly, and well worth the effort 
>to rejuvenate. Hope this one lives up to that expectation, eventually. 


Yep, the old Super-Pro's were excellent radios for their time. Strong points 
are selectivity (from the crystal filter) and sensitivity. Weak points are 
lack of calibrated bandspread and frequency stability (but that may have been 
improved with your mods, particularly if voltage regulation was included. 
Good luck and enjoy.

Hi Dave & the gang, 


One of my most successful "tricks" has been a method to fill holes 
in panels of rigs with wrinkle finish. Bet you haven't read about 
this method anywhere: 


I fabricate a metal "plug" of same material & thickness (or slightly less) 
as the original panel. Hold it in place with some tape from behind. 

Mix a small amount of epoxy and fill the front. Then, when the epoxy is 
about half way cured, I take "Silly Putty" and make an impression of the 
textured wrinkle finish, and transfer it to the curing epoxy. The some- 
what oily nature of the "Silly Putty" allows acts like a release agent, 
allowing it to be easily and cleanly peeled away from the cured epoxy. 


I then paint the repaired area with some thinned down paint that won't 
fill in the new textured epoxy too much. 


I did this on the same rig, an early HRO with 2.5v tubes, and it worked 

great. It had two 1/2 inch holes. One is completely unlocateable from 

the front, and the other can be located by a slight depression, but only 
if you know right where to look.

Filling in is possible, but tedious. Obviously you must be prepared 
to refinish the panel. The method is straightforward, stick some tape 
on the back side to back the hole up and fill with some kind of goo. 
I've used plastic steel, plastic aluminum and JB Weld. The latter is 
by far the strongest, but it's also very hard to flatten out once 

it's set. I'd use one of the plastic materials and flatten mainly 
with a file, finish off with a sanding block up to about 400 paper.
